problem. You sit back and let 
things go until prices come down 
again, or you can do a pretty good 
job of building some of the things 
you want for practically nothing 
but your own time and muscle. 


If you collect seemingly useless 


items that most of us born string- 
savers and paper-box-putter-away- 
ers do, now is the time to sneer at 
the people who laugh at you. You 
can do lots' with sturdy cardboard 
boxes, packing cases, and odds and 
ends of furniture. 


That old trunk gathering dust 


in the attic, for instance, will make 
a wohderful toy chest for your 
youngster if you can bring your- 
self to throw away the old high 
school themes and love letters 
stashed away in it. Paint it in 
bright colors; even add special 
decorations for the cowboy and 
doll set. If you want to get real 
fancy, make a wooden base, add 
casters to each corner and nail 
the trunk-turned-toy-chest to the 
base. 


Sturdy cardboard cartons—the 


kind with reinforced insides—can 
be cut down to size with a sharp, 
strong knife and made into a tier 
of shelves to hold your youngster's 
file of magazines and comic books. 
Paint adds strength, and you can 
cover it with odds and ends of 
wallpaper, too. Wooden boxes— 
the kind that bottled goods come in 
—can be transformed into port- 
able shelves for grownup .books 
when stacked in tiers. Paint them 
to match their surroundings. 


A coffee table can be made out 


of an old camp stool or luggage 
rack. Scrape it down and paint or 
stain it; tack two wide straps of 
sturdy material across the top of 
the frame, then use your wife's 
favorite pretty tray on top. 


Ottomans are coming back into 


their own—maybe because they're 
handy for watching TV. A cheese 
or butter bucket, or a sturdy pack- 
ing box of the right height can be 
converted to living room use by 
padding the top, then getting your 
handy wife to cover the whole 
thing with her choice of material, 
fitted and sewn like a slip cover. 


We've-even'seen the heavy cor- 


rugated cardboard from- big pack- 
ing boxes pressed into service to 
cover unsightly rafters and studs 
in the cellar. The board was cut 
into squares or. strips, like wall 
board, and nailed into place. The 
edges were taped, and the whole 
thing painted. It transformed a 
gloomy laundry into a rather 
cherful place for Monday's wash- 
ing and Tuesday's ironing, but we 
wouldn't recommend it anywhere 
near the furnace.

This 
is'because the molding was im- 
properly installed by nailing Jt 
directljr to the baseboard or the 
finish flooring. 


This defect can be remedied by 


carefully prying off the molding 
and renailing It with long finish- 
ing nails that go diagonally be- 
tween the bottom of the base- 
board and finish flooring, without 
entering either, into the sub-floor 
or beam beneath. 


Subsequent expansion and con- 


traction will cause the floor and 
baseboard to move, but the mold- 
ing will not shift and therefore 
no gap will show between floor 
and molding. If cove base is used 
with floor covering there is no 
possibility -of a crack ever ap- 
pearing at the point where wall 
joins floor.

Best Around 
New Foundation

After basement foundation walls 


are built, there remains a consid- 
erable space between the masonry 
walls and the edge of the hole ex- 
cavated for the basement. 


This .space should be filled with 


solid earth, preferably the sub- 
soil that came out of the exca- 
vation—never with large stones, 
scrap lumber or other rubbish. 


The idea is to create an earth 


condition.as solid as.the original 
undisturbed ground. 
Therefore, 


the earth going into the back-fill 
should be spread in layers no more, 
than 18 inches thick and each 
layer should be wet 
down . and 


thoroughly tamped to make the 
earth pack firmly. 


If this is not done, the ground 


will^ settle and leave a reservoir 
for water against the basement 
walls which will eventually cause 
trouble. Scraps of lumber dumped 
into the refilled area provide food 
and a harbor for termites.

Fast Discarding May Cost You 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

Your best discard depends on 


a great many factors: the nature 
of your hand, the skill of your op- 
ponents, the skill of your partner, 
.he state of the score, and so on. 
The nature of your hand is usually 
the most important feature to con- 
sider. .The state,of the score is 
usually the next most important 
.tern. 


For example, let's consider the 


same hand at two different scores. 
We'll find that a different discard 
appeals to us because of the dif- 
ference in the score. 


You have just made your first 


draw from the stock, and you 
hold; Q-Q-Q, J-J, 10, 7-7, 6-6. 3-2. 


The three is, of course, black in 


color. What is your best discard? 
When both sides need 50 points, 
you might decide to throw one of 
.he queens. This would keep four 
jairs in your hand and would 
cave you a chance to develop a 
fifth pair. The reason for throw- 
ing the queen rather than the 
black three is psychological. The. 
player at your right may be per- 
suaded into discarding a queen to 
you. 


If you need 50 points against 


90 for the opponents, there would 
t>e a somewhat stronger case for 
throwing the queen. If you need 
50 points against 120 for the op- 
ponents, the queen discard is a 
virtual must. 


Small cards will surely be 


thrown pretty soon, and your hand 


will almost surely win the pack in 
short order. You discard the queen 
partly to deceive the enemy and 
partly because you intend to dis- 
card all of the queens if neces- 
sary. 


You will have four safe discards 


—the first queen, the black three, 
and then the other queens. In the 
meantime the right-hand oppo- 
nent has to avoid giving you the 
pack. He'll have a hard time. 


You would not begin'to break 


up your meld if you needed more 
than 50 points. For example, at 
90 all or at 90 for you and 120 
for the enemy . you would save 
your queens. Instead you would 
discard the singleton ten. 


The reason is that you are just 


close enough to the count to hope 
for a joker or even 
another 


deuce. If you develop well, you 
may win the pack—provided that 
you don't lose your count. If you 
develop poorly, you might just as 
well keep your melds to help 
your partner. If your partner also 
develops poorly, you are in for a 
bad time, 
of course, but even 


then you will be better off if you 
save your meldable combinations.

The historical record of betrayal by the Rooaevelt-Hopkins-Com-

Myron Lyzon King, now of 411 


Thompson Lane, Nashville, Tenn., 
was the pilot of an American 
bomber which had made a raid 
on German territory and 
had 


landed on a Polish field. 
The 


Americans were supposed to fly 
on to 'Poltava, the base which the 
Russians, after long haggling had 
graciously 
opened to American 


bombers to spare them the risk of 
flying back to their own bases in 
western Europe. 
King and his 


crew laid up on this Polish field 
for three days trying to fix a 
disabled 
engine. 
They 
were 


about to take off when an Amer- 
ican C-47, with Russian insignia, 
a "lend-lease" plane, came down 
and a group of Russians, led by 
a general, alighted and began to 
question King and his men. The 
general 
presently ordered 
the 


Americans to follow his plane to 
Poltava. 


When 
he 
approached 
the 


American plane, the Russian gen- 
eral was accompanied by some 
junior officers and another man 
wearing a mixed uniform of Brit- 
ish and Russian military cloth- 
ing, 
who acted as the" general's 


interpreter. To lighten his plane 
for the trip to Poltava, King sent 
several of his crew over to the 
Russian general's ship, but just 
as he was about to take off to 
follow the Russians, King was 
told by his crew chief that the 
interpreter was in the stern of the 
American C-54. 
King told his 


crew-chief to put the man off, 
but by that time the Russian 
plane was taking off and King 
humanely decided not to dump 
the stranger on the Polish field 
with 
no 
overcoat 
in 
winter 


weather. King concluded that no 
harm could be done by flying the 
general's interpreter to the same 
•dstination where he could rejoin 
the general. 


At Poltava, however, the Rus- 


sian general could not be found. 
King 
listed 
the 
mysterious 


stranger as "Jack Smith" on his 
manifest. 


Hours later, the Russian gen- 


eral reappeared and, using a dic- 
tionary instead of his Polish in- 
terpreter, 
asked 
King 
how 


"Smith" got there. 
King told 


him the truth, adding that "he 
had 
regarded "Smith" as the 


general's interpreter. 
The gen- 


eral thought King should not 
have taken this for granted but 
said it was not important, any- 
way, and could be forgotten. 


King later stated that he had 


been informed that "Smith" was 
taken out and shot by the Rus- 


sians. 


All American planes in Poland 


and 
Russia 
were 
immediately 


grounded and King was flown to 
Moscow 
for 
a 
court-marl^tl 


which, in the opinion of a conf^s- 
tent authority, "is probably un- 
paralleled in its violations of pro- 
cedures and the substantive rights 
of the accused.

The reprimand was written by 
General Deane. The secretary of 
war approved the punishments 
and King is still in disgrace to 
this extent. 


After all this time, King is still 


afraid of the power of the air 
force to persecute him. An ap- 
peal is being prepared for ft re- 
view and vindication, but King 
refuses to talk lest mention of i;s 
case will so anger the air fofce 
that he will never get fair treat- 
ment. 
The judge advocate gen- 


eral of the air force will have the 
last word in the matter, however, 
and in other shocking experiences 
of American airmen in Russia. 


The King case has been smoth. 


ered all this time, originally out 
of the obssquiousness of certain 
Americans toward the Russians, 
and later out of a determination, 
for obvious reasonss to conceal IMC 
facts from the American public.

It's Possible to Scoop Out 
A Grave With Your Teeth

In spite of the fact that hun- 


dreds of thousands of men, women, 
and children weigh more than they 
should and most of them have a 
more or less active desire to re- 
duce, few seem to realize how 
much they are putting their health 
in danger by remaining fat. 


Obesity has been shown to have 


an unfavorable effect on a large 
number of diseases including high 
blood pressure, diabetes, toxemias 
of pregnancy, heart disease and 
even cancer. 


The fat person runs increased 


risks from surgery, is more likely 
to develop gallbladder disease and 
to sustain fractures and a whole 
host of life's other hazards. 


A person between 45 and 55 


years of age who is 25 pounds 
overweight has a 25 per cent in- 
creased chance of dying within 
the next year as compared with 
someone of normal weight. 


More weight increases the dan- 


gers proportionately. 
Aside from 


every other. disadvantage of ex- 
cessive fat, the heart has to do 
extra work to pump blood through 
all this unnecessary tissue. 


All this has given rise to the 


expression "digging one's grave 
with the teeth," a saying which 
la far too near the truth to be 
comfortable. 


It is probably wise for everyone 


to know his or her ideal weight 
and to make every effort to reach 
It and stay there. This is not nec- 
essarily, U}* avcrag* weight tot

Homemakers

SAFETY UP TO YOU 


Your food preservation days can be ones of safety or accident. 


It Is all up to you. Special care is recommended in using hot water, 
glass jars and pressure canners. 


When you sterilize jars or prepare water for blanching, be sure 


the handle of the pot is turned away from the edge of the stove or 
table. This prevents tipping which results when clothing catches on 
the handle or when children reach to see what is in the pot. 


Protect your hands from burns 


each, time you remove jars from 
the pressure canner or the boiling 
water bath. You'll find canning 
tongs a big help in placing jars in 
the cooker and in removing them. 


After pressure canner process- 


ing, be sure to let the pressure 
down to zero before opening the 
petcock or removing the cover. 
When the pressure is down, open 
the petcock and allow the steam 
to escape. Then remove the cover, 
, remembering to lift it away from 
you. 


Safe Walking and Driving 


Keep your summer a happy one. 


Set an example of traffic safety 
and see that your family obeys the 
rules for safe walking and driving. 


Mrs. Ruth C. Freeman, coordi- 


nator of the Illinois Safe Homes 
program, says that every parent, 
child and motorist needs to' share 
the responsibility for safety on the 
streets and highways. 


Parents should see that their 


children understand safety regula- 
tions and that they are 'able to 
take care of themselves in traffic. 
Teach children, by example, to 
walk on the left-hand side of the 
road, facing traffic, where there 
are no sidewalks. 


Driveways, streets and alleys 


can be deadly play areas for chil- 
dren with roller skates, wagons, 
and the like. See that your children 
avoid them. Make sure they don't 
leave their toys where they can 
cause accidents. 


Motorists should keep on the 


lookout for youngsters in residen- 
tial areas and in other places 
where there are children. Give the 
bicycle rider plenty of room—a 
startled rider may easily swerve in 
the path of the car. Bicycle riders 
must remember that good traffic 
habits are as important for them 
as they are for an automobile 
driver. 


Reasons for Accidents 


When your child breaks a lamp 


or mars the furniture, consider the 
reasons carefully before you pun- 
ish him When the reasons are acci- 
dental, parents can usually take 
steps to prevent those destructive 
accidents. / 


One way is to adapt the child's 


activity to the room or space in 
which he is playing. When he 
wants to spend the afternoon in- 
doors, iuch activities as painting, 
reading or playing house might be 
suggested. Guide his play-thoughts 
away from wagon riding, ball play- 
Ing and roller skating in the house 
unless a suitable place, such, as a 
long hall or basement, is provided 
for the purpose. 


Check your rooms to see what 


things can be moved or stored to, 
avoid those mishaps. If your child 
frequently bumps into a table or 
lamp, perhaps you can move It to 
another position. 


By having a special place, such 


as a basement, for "hard" play, 
your child will learn that he can 
be extra-active in one area and not 
in another. Sturdy equipment and 
adequate supervision will minimize 
home accidents where children are 
concerned.

is a good rule when you pack toys 
for children who'll be traveling. 


If the tnp is to be a long one, 


your can't expect the landscape to 
hold a child's interest; his chief 
sources of entertainment will need 
to come from toys he can enjoy in 
a small place.

inexpensive "surprises" that can be 
brought out as the occasion de- 
mands—will be important aids to 
travel enjoyment. Some toys of the 


latter type might be small plastic 
wheel toys, a few picture books 
and scrap books that can be made 
at home. 


Singing, telling stories and play- 


ing games together are satisfying 
travel activities. Suit the games to 
your children's ages: Rules can be 
flexible. You'll find that the more 
your family shares their fun, the 
more you'll enjoy traveling togeth- 
er.

erties of the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company, following violent street 
demonstrations against a com- 
promise suggested by the inter- 
national court.

A m e r i c a n imperialism" and 
"Death to The Hague court," bi- 
cycle brigades of 10,000 young 
pro-Communists rode through the 
city last night protesting the 
court's ruling that Iran suspend 
its nationalization laws. About 100 
persons were injured. 


Recommend Board 


The court recommended that a 


five-man board of two Britons, 
two Iranians and one neutral su- 
pervise activities until a com- 
promise could be worked out. 


P r e m i e r Mohammed Mossa- 


degh's government denounced the 
court's decision and said it had 
no jurisdiction over the dispute 
between Iran and the British- 
controlled company. 


A government spokesman said 


Iranian oil commissioners hope to 
start control of the giant oil 
refinery at Abadan in two weeks 
and then move into the Khuzis- 
tan oil fields. A British embassy 
spokesman said Iranian rejection 
of the court proposals would make 
withdrawal of British technicians 
inevitable. Observers feel such a 
withdrawal would bring about a 
collapse of the oil industry here 
since there are few Iranians to 
take over the skilled jobs. 


Report Fights 


The bicycle brigade ran into 


opposition from youthful members 
of the Labor party, an offshoot 
of Mossadegh's national front. 
Both groups favor oil nationaliza- 
tion but are otherwise opposed. 


Melees started in various parts 


of the capital as the two groups 
fought each othe with fists, sticks, 
knives and tree branches.

One 
of the clashes took place in front 
of the National Bank hospital 
where Sah Mohammed Reza Pah- 
levi is recovering from an ap- 
pendectomy.

>any recorded the trial proceed- 
ngs overseas, as broadcast by the 
Czech radio, and flew the 15-min- 
ut« recording to New York. 


The 37-year-old newsman was 


sentenced to 10 years imprison- 
ment on Wednesday—Independ- 
nce day. 


.Not Unusual 


Oatis spoke in a clear, steady 


voice. Asked whether his behavior 
was unusual for westerners in Cze- 
choslovakia, he replied: 


"No, it wasn't. The fact Is 


,hat I found out that most mem- 
bers of the western press and 
diplomatic colony were doing es- 
pionage, and for that reason it 
was difficult for me not to fall 
into it." 


Commenting on the program 


was Daniel De Luce, AP's Frank- 
furt bureau cheif, who said: 


"It (Oatis* voice) sounded na- 


tural, as a matter of fact, too na- 
tural. It's most unusual for a man 
to try to hang himself." 


AP Correspondent A. I. Gold- 


berg, who set up the Prague bu- 
reau after World War II, said: 


Never a Spy 


"I've 
been a reporter for 31 


years, most of that time for the 
Associated Press. I've never been 
a spy. 
People in the free world, 


of course, know, the difference." 


Goldberg was commenting on 


part of the testimony where Oatis 
was asked if he had acted accord- 
ng to instructions from Nathan 
Polowetzky, who preceded him as 
AP correspondent in Prague. 


Oatis' recorded voice answered: 
"Partly, .yes. As soon as I came 


here, I checked on the reliability 
of the employes by talking to them 
personally and I found that these 
employes were willing to under- 
take espionage tasks for me."

In Washington last night on 


NBC's 
Battle Report television 


program was Bennett Wolfe, who 
first hired Oatis to work for the 
AP. 


"Bill Oatis languishes in a for- 


eign prison simply because 
he 


tried to be a good reporter," Wolfe 
said. "He tried to report and in- 
terpret events behind the Iron 
Curtain just as he once had done 
in Indiana." 


Wolfe, now head of AP's Wash- 


ington regional staff, was bureau 
chief in Indianapolis when he hired 
Oatis in 1937.
